The news of massacres and cruel 
outrages by the Turks in Macedonia

■ad diildran tave been iiiMia Brwfl by 
theTarfes in Monastir since tlie insur 
netioa began, and that 150,000 people 
are biding in tbe mountain, where 
they are dying by the thousand of star 
vation. The Turks seem to be deter 
minedto exterminate tbe entire popu 
lation of Bulgaria.

Prof Manniz In hli desire to have 
Garrard make a creditable showing in 
the Kentucky State building at the 
World's Fair in St Louis, next year, 
recoguized in these o i 1 paintings 
something of great value to the dis- 
play from this county and had them 
removed from the walls long enough 
to carefolly dost them aad gain the 
infonaaUon dsalred. He foond by re- 
ferring totlieorder book of the Gar- 
rard OoontyCoartin Jnae, 18S3that 
the portraits had been presented to 
Garrard county by Commodore Cicero 
Price a native of Garrard, but at that 
time, a lieateaaat of tlMUaned States 
navy. 

I M Myers was county jud^e of Gar- 
rard in '44 and Alexander R McKee, 
ooonty clerk. Tbe old order book shows 
thata meeting of the county court was 
held to receive this haadsosMglft 
from Its honored son, that resolntions 
of thanks were passed and that a copv 
of the proceedings were furnished 
Lieutenant Price. Tbe note of Lieut 
Price accompanying thepalBtiaei was 
as follows: 

"To the County Court of Garrard, 
Gentlemen:—! heg leave to present to 
your honorable body, two portrait 
paintings o f Christopher Columbus 
and Amerleos Yespucius which I pro- 
cured la Italy in September, last, 
w bllat eraWag la the Mediterra- 
nean. They are g o o d llkeaesses of 
these celebrated navigators, having 
been taken from tbe oldest and most 
esteemed paintings in tbe Bourbon 
gallerys at Naples. I am gratified with 
an opportunity of testifying my regard 
for the people of my native county and 
only regret that my oiTering is not 
more worthy of your acceptance." 

This letter was dated June 10, 1844. 
The county court ordered the sheriff, 
David Reynolds, to buy gilt framea for 
these portrsiUaad place tliemhitfae 
court bonse. This was doae without 
delay, the pictures being swung on the 
wall by small brass chains and now 
is perhaps tbe first time that they 
liave been removed from the place giv- 
en them about three score years ago. 
The portraits were done in oil by An- 
tonio Scandino. New frames will be 
put on tbe pictures and the consent of 
the present county administration se- 
cured for sending them to St Louis 
through the KeatadcyS^blt Asso- 
elation for the State Building for 
next year. 

As before mentioned, Lieut. Price 
remained in the navy until promoted 
to the rank of commodore. lie was 
the father, of Lily Price, who married 
Millionaire Hammersley, of New York 
As his widow she became the bride of 
tbe Duke of Marlborough and remain- 
ed daehess until Consuelu Vanderbilt 
wedded the young duke, soon after 
wfaieh the dowager daehess became 
the wife of Gspt Beresford. of the Brit- 
ish army, a btotimr o( Adsrinl Beres- 
ford, of Jolm llall*ftaraqr.

The subject of spraying', u.sing- moth 
tr:i|)!s uiid uny other nieaiiK to proilui-e 
better fruit, is being discussed more 
and MMtre eveiy •«•■(». Having secured 
Mveral hundred trees which will soon 
be bearing, 1 have been observing and 
learning everything possible on the 
subject, and have come to the follow- 
ing conclui^ioii: Spraying intelligently 
done is the best method to pursue in 
order to have fruit free from worms, 
Bcab or rust and rot, but unless it is 
done rightly it is work aii<l money 
thrown awa^-. Among- the farmers or 
those who do not make fruit grow ing 
m specialty, tbe <^imtioB isgeacrally 
welesB owing partly to ftoor machines 
•nd cheap materials used and improper 
time >i{ ai>|)l\ iiig them. The moth trap 
is worse tliau nothing, as it tattilies 
■M>rc tluw SO per cent, benefieial or 
barmless insects and does not prevent 
scab and rot. I have visited several 
ori-hardb where these traps were used 
and invariably they have had the worst 
lot of apples that I ever saw. The fin- 
est fruit 1 havte foand was in orchards 
ivhere hogs ran and cleaned up all 
•wormy apples and poultry was allowed 
free range. One orchard whieh 1 pur- 
chased had ehieken coops under nearly 
every apple tree, and out of twenty-five 
barrels of (Crimes there were not over 
three or four of wormy apples, and the 
same was true of other varieties; but 
scab was ver.v liad and had the trees 
been sprayed for that trouble 1 believe 
fully 93 per ceat. of the fmit would 
have been first class. In every in- 
stanee, where many ehiekens were 
reared in the orchard the fruit was 
comparatively free from worms, and 
Where both hogs aad pealtry were al- 
lowed free range the fruit was even 
better. This plan followed for a single 
season will not give such results, but 
should be followed every year so that 
«h« wop of eodltagHnoth wUl be less- 



the orchard is not too large and could 

be fenced and used exclusively as a 
poultry yard. Guineas and ducks are 
even better than chickens at bug catch- 
ing and will pay for their keep in this 
way. Some crops, such as cowpeas, 
soy beans or oats, may be planted for 
the hogs and poultry and without evil 
effects upon the trees. In this way 
the orchard will be one of the most 
paying spots on the farm.— E. B. Davis, 
in Prairie Farmer.
